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REMARKS 



Applicants have studied the Office Action mailed September 12, 2005 and have made 
amendments to the specification and figures. It is respectfully submitted that the application, as 
amended, is in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance of the application in view 
of the above amendments and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Sequence Compliance: 

The Examiner stated that the application fails to comply with the requirements if 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825 because there are numerous sequence disclosures in both the specification, 
and particularly in the drawings, where applicants has failed to a) provide a SEQ ID NO for the 
sequence, or b) failed to properly indicate what part of SEQ ID NO: 1 the primer, SNP, oligo, etc. 

Applicants have hereby deleted Table 3 and Table 4 from the specification, amended 
Figures 2a, 2b, 2c, and 2d by way of Replacement Sheets submitted herewith, and deleted 
Figures 2e and 4a. Figures 2a, 2b, 2c, and 2d have been amended to remove material that is not 
specifically claimed in the instant claims, and to insert sequence identifiers where relevant (SEQ 
IDNOS:3-12). 

Furthermore, a Substitute Sequence Listing is submitted herewith that includes SEQ ID 
NOS:3-12 from Figures 2a, 2b, 2c, and 2d. 
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Conclusions 



The above amendments to the specification and figures have been made in order to bring 
the application into compliance with the sequence requirements. 

In the September 12, 2005 Office Action, the Examiner stated that claims 18-19, 24-26, 
28-29, and 32-33 are pending. However, in the Notice of Allowability mailed June 24, 2005, the 
Examiner indicated that claim 27 was also pending (and allowed). Applicants respectfully request 
clarification of the status of claim 27.
